WASHINGTON, April 22.—Discussion 
of ways and means to revive agricul- 
ture and industry and put*the nation on 
something like a normal basis occupied 
the’ Cabinét meeting today to the exclu- 
sion:of virtually every other topic. The 
talk revolved around the railroad prob- 
Jem, and it is understood ,that these 
principles were pretty seneratly ac- 
cepted : 

1, That; railroad rates must be re- 
duced as one way to stimulate indus- 
try. 

" °2.. That. steps must be: taken for bet- 
ter distribution of ¢eoal so that con- 
sumers will not buy only to fill imme- 
date needs, thus inviting shortase and 

“high prices. 

Just how these things will be Diroieahit 
about is left in doubt, but the hope was 
put forward that agriculture and indus- 
try might expect a radical cut from pres- 
,ent railroad rates. 

It is said td be the belief of officials 
that the flat increase in railroad rates, 
which was put into effect under Govern- 
ment’ control, worked inequalities which 
are proving harmful and even destruc- 
tive to some branches of agriculture and 
industry. 


'. The principal increases. under Govern- 


ment control affected all commodities, 
‘without. heed to the question whether 
they might be prohibitive in sOnte cages. 
The result was not so bad during the 
war period and the era of speculation 
which followed, when farmers and.man- 
ufacturers were able to obtain almost 
More . récéntly, . however, 
when produséts have been forced to hunt |- 
for profiteble markets for their, goods, 
the ‘inereased rates ‘ have. -been ‘ nomy

PHILADELPHIA, April 22.—Perhaps 
Dr. Einstein is wrong after all. | 

Dr. Charles F. Brush of Cleveland, in- 
ventor of the Brush electric arc light, 
the electric storage battery and many 
other electrical devices, described | ex- 
periments in gravitation to the Ameri- 
can Philosophical Society. today which, 
members of. the society declared, proved, 
if accurate, Ahat the Einstein theory 
was- incorrect. His paper caused -° ; the 
‘greatest sensation of any read thus. far 
at the session. of the society. Dr. 
Brush’s experiments were of an ex- 
tremely/ technical nature, . carried out 
with Various metals. 

The scientists, assemblec from all 
parts of the country, apolauded the 
paper vigorously. There {were many ex- 
pressions of astonishment* at the results 
which Dr. Brush had obtained: 

“ If. these experiments are accurate,” 
-commented Dr. A. G. Webster of Clark 
University, Worcester, Mass.,  ‘‘ they 
absolutely disprove the Hinstvin theory.’', 

Dr. Brush explained that he had taken | 
particles of bi th and other metals 
of the same ‘“ units of mass’”’ and at- 
tached them to pendulums. ‘Watching 
the pendulums in their swing led him to 
conclude that ‘‘ the earth gravitational 
field grips bismuth stronger per unit of 
mass than it grips zinc per uualt of mass. 
Bismuth weighs more per unit of mass 
than zinc.’” 

Dr. Brush said also that the theory 
lying behind his observations ‘‘ would 
undoubtedly upset all of, our previous 
calculgtions in’regard to the density, of 
the earth.”’ 


New Method Used in Experiments. 


The paper was fully discussed by the 
‘scientists present. 

‘This reveals a startling fact about 
gravitation,’’ said Dr. Webster. ‘‘ We 
have known the ‘how’ 6f gravitation 
since Newton, but the ‘ why.’ of gravita- 
tion is an absolutely new fact. Ein- 
stein’s theory seems entirely - disproved 
by this experiment, and I am ‘ flabber- 
gasted.’ ; ; 
‘‘For the last 200 years we have al- 
ways believed, without question, that the 
inertia of a body was proportionate to 

its mass. Dr. Brush says it is not.’’ 

Dr. Webster went on to say that using 
@ pendulum for the experiments was 
something new and probably accounted 
for the results achieved. 

Dr. ‘Brush answefed numerous ques- 
tions and showed stereopticon views of 
the experiments he had made. Some of 
the speakers attacked his theories, but 
he answered all their questions un- 
moved. ° 

Another scientist, discussing the paper, 
said that if these experiments did upset 
the Einstein theory, no one would be 
better pleased than Professor Einstein 
himself, for he had said recently in 
conversation that he wished some one 
would either prove or. disprove his 
theory, so that further progress could be 
made.

O’Brien Asserts Governor’s Appoint-

Corporatton Counsel John P: O’Brien 
opened: the City Administration’s ex- 
pected fight ‘against Governor Miller's 
traction reorganization. plan yesterday: 
by announcing that he had served notice 
on Traction Construction Commissioner 
John ¥. Delaney, demanding on behalf 
of Mayor Hylan and the City Admin- 
istration that: rid continue in his office 
and refuse to rrender the books and 
records of the Transit - Construction 
Commission to the new Transit Com- 
mission when its members shall qualify. 
* Mr. O’Brien declared that ‘the Transit 
act was unconstitutional and that the 
Transit Commission created by it had 
no standing in law, and; therefore had 
no legal authority to take over any 
city property in the possession of Com- 
missioner Delaney. Mr. O’Brien said 
the City Administration had taken this 
ecosition only after mature deliberation 
and a careful analysis of the Traction 
act, and would be prepared to sustain 
it by the necessary ure action at the 
rroper time. 

The members va the new Transit Com- 
mission ahd the’ new, Public Service 
Commission are expected to qualify at 
Albany on Monday and to assume office 
the following day. Although Mr. O’Brien 
did not say so, it was reported that he 
might apply for a temporary injunction, 
either to restrain the Transit Commis- 
sion from taking physical possegsion of 
the Transit Congtruction Gommigsion’s 
effice or.to restrain, Commissioner De¥ 
laney from surrendering the records. 


- Not.to Wait Until Commission Acts. 


“The city will not. defer action until 
Governor Miller’s new Transit Commis- 
sion"has adopted some plan-for revamp- 
ing the street railways, or until the 
commission has carried -out its purpose 
of raising fares to six, seven or eight 
cents,’’ said Mr. O’Brien. 

‘‘Our position, which has been taken 
only after most mature deliberation and 
a careful analysis of the iniquitous 
Knight-Adler law and the recent amend- 
ment, is that this law violates so many 
provisions of the State and Federal 
Constitutions that/ it is unconstitutional 
and invalid, arfd the commission ap- 
pointed pursuant to its’ provisions has 
no standing in law. ere heed be no 
disguising the fact that Mayor Hylan 
and his colleagues on the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment will fight 
every inch of the ground. ; 

““T have served notice''on Transit 
Construction Commissioner John H. 
Delaney protesting against his turning 
over to Governor Miller’s commission 
any books, records, muniments of title, 
moneys or any other property now in His 
possession, and belonging to the City of 
New York, and I shall back that pro- 
test up by necessary court action at 
the proper’ time, holding firmly to the 
position that, the new Transit Commis- 
sion, having no legal standing and the 
law under which they were appointed 
being null and. void, they have no legal 
authority to take over any of the city’s 
properties in the possession of Mr. 
Delaney, nor to incur any expense which 
they will ask. the city to bear under 
the “terms of this invalid law.’’

MIAMI, 'Fla., April 23.—After suffer- 
ing~privations for thirteen @ays on Cat 
Cay, a small key of the Bahama group, 
Webb Jay,.a Chicago broker and sports- 
man, with his wife and two friends, 
were. brought back to Miami this after- 
noon by a seaplane of Aero, Ltd., which 
was sent out in search for ten: by. the 
company. é 

In the party were Mr. and Mrs. 
and €. Russ Deshiel, 
Deshiel Motor Company, and Mrs. 
Deshiel, also of Chicago. ‘They had 
sailed to Bimini, forty miles from 
Miami, and were returning when a sud- 
den storm came up in the Gulf stream, 
forcing them, in their tiny speed motor 
boat of the runabout type, to put into 
the only available anchorage, which 
happened to be Cat Cay. ; 

Cat Cay is- uninhabited save for one 
white man named Strong, and he,was 
unable to provide the party with food 
of the kind to which they are accus- 
tomed.. Fish and. cornbread composed 
their main diet for the thirteen days, 
with various forms ‘of tropical. vegeta- 
tion, according to-Mr. Jay. 

The Sue J., the speed boat used for 
the trip, is of the open displacement 
type, built for speed alone, aud not for 
rough weather. As the forty-mile trip 
rt6ok only a few hours Mr. Jay did not 
carry any provisions or water, and had 
only a light lunch aboard when. -he 
storm Struck the boat. He ren’ before 
it, at great danger, and reached Cat Cay 
without water or provisions on 

‘* Life on a. key may be all right for 
Robinsoh Crusoe or. Mr. Strong,’’ said 
Mr. Jay, ‘‘ but it is too tame for. me. I 
walked over the island at least a. hun- 
dred times, and the sight of the air- 
plane with Henry Rogers certainly was 
the best thing I had seen in all my life 
when he landed and ‘took us aboard.”’ 

When the plane was sighted Mr: Jay 
crawled up on Mr. Strong’s shack and 
waved/a handkerchief, fearing the plane 
was on its way to Bimini and would not 


stop at the island. 

Friends of Mr. Jay and his party here 
believed until ae that they -were 
still at Bimini, but when schooners 

came from the island with the news 
that the Chicagoans were not-.there and 
had left for Miami a search was imme- 
diately organized, a’ local commercial 
airplane company being athong the ‘vol- 
unteers. 

When the party arrived hundreds of 
telegrams awaited them. Mr. and Mrs. 
Deshiel .announced they would imme- 
diately proceed to 'Chicago. Mr. and 
Mrs. Jay will remain here for a while.

filed today with the Railroad Labor 
, Board by W. Jett Lauck in behalf of 
, the railway. employes’ department, 
American Federation of Labor, and 
| twelve other labor organizations. 

: A’ ‘summary prefaced by the exhibit 
Bays, in part: , 
“*One of the striking features whic 
this study brought out was that the two 
industries in which profiteering was 
most rampant were the two from which 
“the bulk of railroad purchases are made 
—i. e., the fron ard steel industry and 
the coal mining judustry. —A conserva- 
tive estimate of the amount which’this 
profiteering cost the railroads from 1916 
to 1919 is $75,000,000 a year in the coal 
bill and $200,000,000 in the amounts ex- 
pended for iron, and steel products, in- 
cluding equipment and repairs bought 
from locomotive and car companies. If 
ago $75,000,000 a year is added as 

profiteering toll paid in the pur- 
chase of other commodities, a total dp- 
proximating $350,000,000 a ‘year -is 
reached. This amount, added to net 
railway operating income in 1918, would 
have raised the total from $693,000,000 
to $1,043,000,000, and in 1919 from $516,- 
000,000 to $66,000,000. 

“* Prices in 1920 were increased to such 
‘an extent thatthe proportion attributa- 
ble to profiteering was unquestionably 
much greater, and would probably haye 
totaled’ $500,000,000. It must be under- 
stood that these estimates are thorough- 
ly é¢onservative and are‘based upon in- 
formation that is by no means com- 
plete. 

What Falling Costs Will Do. 


“Mr. Slason Thompson, an eminent 
authority, states that the railroads ex- 
pended approximately $700,000,000 for

penditure of aBout $2,000,000,000. In 
‘T-that. year the peak. .of prices was 
reached and since then there has been

** According to figures published by 
the’ Bureau of Labor Statistios, there 
was, up to February, 1921, a decline of 
8&% per cent. in. average wholesale 
prices of all commodities, although the 
decrease in the cost of, living in the same 
‘period was less than 10 per cent. 

“If, as the railroads cluim, this re- 
cession is to continue, it will be only 
@ comparatively short time before an 
average decline of 50 per cent. will be 
recorded. .It is plain what this would 
mean to the railroads. The same 
“amount of materials purchased in i920 
will: cost $1,000000,000 less. In other 
words, making no allowance for in- 
creased traffic and the consequent high- 
er revenue at increased rates now in 
effect, the railroad operajing expenses 
would be reduced by this amount, which 
would be a direct addition to operating 
income.

Says He ,Misstates. Facts About 
Guaranty Trust-Company.

Charles“H. Sabin, President of the 
Guaranty Trust Company, gave out this 
reply yesterday to comments: made by 
W. Jett Lauck, economist for the rail- 
way labor organizations, in a statement 
made public by him Thursday: 

‘‘My attention has been called to 
certain statements ‘by W. Jett, Lauck in 
response to my .denial of his charges 
thaf the Guaranty Trust Company had 
participated .{n a conspiracy of finan- 
cial iristitutions ‘to deflate labor, in 
which Mr. Lauck still: further misrepre- 
sents the facts and ives the utter un- 
trustworthiness of his conclusions. 

“* In the first place, his statement that 
the Guaranty Trust Company is owned 
or controlled by J. P. Morgan & Co. is 
peer nage untrue: ‘shé largest stock- 
holding interest in the Guaranty Trust 
Company is that of the employes of the 
institution, now aggregating nearly 25,- 
000 shares. The balance of tiie stock of, 
the company is>widely distributed, and 
no individual or interest-has any holding 
even approaching a control. No stock 
of this compahy is included in a voting 
trust, and if such trust ever existed in 
relation to Guaranty ‘stock, it expired 
many years ago. 

.““Mr., Lauck’s statement in regard to 
the noon of the company is equally 
untrue. »The exact figures of our éarn- 
ings for the past year were published 
in-a letter to our stockholders and ap- 

eared in connection with our statement 
in newspapers throughout the country 
shortly after the first of the year, so 
there is no excuse for his failure to get 
the exact facts. 

‘t The net profits of the company for 
1920; as’ published in. these statements, 
were $12,335,950.50.. The invested capital 
of the company in this statement, in- 
clud its capital, surplus and undi- 
vided ‘profits, was $62,075,072.37, so the 
‘net. earnings. of the company, instead of 
being 133 per cent., as r. Lauck’s 
inaccurate statement would have them, 
were in reality about 20 per cent. 

‘‘ An entirely inaccurate assumption is 
also made-by Mr: Lauck in his argu- 
ment that the presence of Directors of 
the Guaranty Trust Company upon the 
directorates of other concerns \gives this 
company control over their affairs ‘or 
policies. This is simply not-true, as any 
ne familiar with business affairs well 
understands. 

‘“‘In regard to his other statements, I 
can. only repeat that the Guaranty Trust 
Company is not a part. of any financial 
combine or conspiracy, nor controlled 
by any outside factors whatever. Its 
ownership, its earnings; its business 
activities and its service to the public 
are all matters ayer tf asvertained, and 
Mr. Lauck is only adding to the popular 
impression of his inaccuracy by making 
public misleading stateménts concerning 
such readily established facts.’’

“WASHINGTON, April 22.—Strong op- 
position on the part of Democrats was 
voiced at a meeting of -the Senate. Mili-. 
tary Committee today to confirmation of 
the nomination of Brig. Gen. Clarence 
R. Edwards, first commander overseas 
of the Twenty-sixth (New England Na- 
tional Guard). Division, to be a “Major 
General.. The subject was discussed at.a 
conference with Secretary Weeks, who 
urged confirmation in the course of his 
outlining the qualifications of the of- 


ficers recently Hominated by President | De 


Harding to be Brigadier and Major Gen- 
erals. % 

The opposition to the promotion of 
General..Edwards was said to have been 
based upon his military record, although 
Secretary Weeks said that the War De- 
partment files contained no unfavorable 
evidence in. connection with his release 
from the command of the division some 
time beforé the armistice. A more com- 
plete investigation of the recdrds, it was 
said, was suggested, however,. and the 
Secretary was requested to supplement 
information given the, committee today 
at a meeting tomorrow. Meanwhile ac- 
tion on all the nominations was deferred. 

General Edwards’s name headed the 
list of Major Generals. nominated by 
President Harding, although the last 
Administration had refused to recom- 
mend: him for promotion. In reply to 
all inquiries on the subject, former Sec- 
retary Baker said that the reasons 
were on file in the War Department. 

The name of Omar Bundy, commander 
overseas of the Second Division, although, 
carried in the list of Major Generals sub- 
mitted for confirmation at: the last ses- 
sion of Congress, was not included in 
the Harding list,/and failure of the War 
Department to name him at this time 
was criticised today by Senator New, 
Republican, of Indiana. He is under- 
stood to have made an effort to have 
the name’ restored to the list. 

Secretary Weeks informed the commit- 
tee, it was reported, that he did not 
plan to name a Chief of Staff or recom- 
mend other promotions to the: rank of 
Brigadier General until the Senate acts 
on the list of twelve Major and fourteen 
Brigadier Generals now pending. About 
a dozen more promotions to the rank of 
Brigadier General will be available 
when the pending list of Major General 
nominations is disposed of.

HATTERS REJECT WAGE CUT. 


Accepted One 20 Per Cent. Reduc- 
tion, but Balk at Another. 


A proposed reduction of 20 per cent. 


June 1 in the wages of 4,000 workers in 
the hat industry has-been rejected by 
the United Hatters of America in this 
city, Newark and Orange, N. J., it was 
announced yesterday by Martin Lawlor, 
General Secretary of the union. ° 

The reduction, Mr. Lawlor said, would 
decrease the daily earnings of the hat- 
ters from $8 to about $6. Early in the 
year hatters voluntarily accepted a 20. 
per cent. wage decrease, which cut their 
earnings from. $10 to $8 a day. ‘‘ We 
did this despite the fact that we had 
a contract with the manufa-:turers run- 
ning until June 1,’’ Mr. Lawlor said. 
The Second wage cut, the manufacturers 
‘contend, is necessary in order to stimu- 
late business,

SUE HEARST IN PAPER DEAL. 


Dexter Company Owners Say He 
Contracted to Buy Mills.

WATERTOWN, N. Y., April 22.—Dr¢ 
James E. Campbell and c. W. Campbell 
of this city, owners of the Dexter Sul- 
phite, Pulp and Paper Company, have 
brought an action in the Supreme Court 
of Jefferson County against William 
Randolph Hearst to compel specific per- 
formance of a contract entered into by 
him. May 1, 1920, for the purchase of 
the Dexter Mills. 

According to a report from New 
York, Senator Edgar T. \Brackett of 
Saratoga Springs has‘been retained to 
defend the action, but. James E, Camp- 
bell stated tonight that to his knowledge 
Mr. Hearst’s answer has not been 
served. The next term of the court 
which the case could be heard is in 


June. 

The omplaint shows that on May 1, 
192 r. Hearst entered into an agree- 
ment to pay $3,500,000 for the Dexter 
Mill.. Initial payment was to be $100,- 
, which was met, the balance to be in 
250,000 annual installments for . four 
years, with payment complete the fifth 
year. Mr. Hearst entered into the 
management of the company and e 
mill was put on newsprint work, it is 
stated. F 

On Feb. 28, 1921, the plaintiffs charge, 
Mr. Hearst notified James E. Campbell 
that he repudiated the contract on the 
ground of fraud. Mr. Hearst is said to 
claim that a middleman engaged by thé 
Dexter company to find. a pur er 
made payments to Hearst employes.

THE HAGUE, April 22.—The bad treat- 
ment given to journalists and pho- 
tographers at the Maarn Station when 
the ex-Kaiserin’s ~remains . were ‘em- 
barked on the funeral train, owing to 
the ex-Emperor’s known aversion to the 
press has become a topic of lively dis- 
cussion in the Dutch press, which fears 
damage. to Holland’s prestige abroad, 
although many contributers write sym- 
pathizing with the €x-Kaiser in his de- 
mand ,that photographs be seized and 
destroyed ‘on the occasion of the ex- 
Kaiserin’s funeral. Not only has the 
Netherlands Society of Journalists 
lodged a vigorous protest with the Gov- 
ernment, but ae French photographer has 
entered .an_. official ‘complaint for the 
destruction of all the plates in his 
camera. After the cameysa was finally 
returned, the Captain of ndarmes gave 
his. word of honor that the plates were 
intact, but the Dutch bear Pg a Velle- 
man, who went to Paris to witness the 
development of the films, says they were 
useless. Velleman’s camera also was 
seized, but having haé a similar experi-- 
ence with THE New YorK TIMEs ‘pictures 
of the ex-Kaiser, was able to,;save the 
plates before confiscation. : ; 

A well-known lawyer writing to the 
Telegraaf, states the seizure of the cam- 
eras and plates was stealing in the eyes 
of the law, unless ordered by high au- 
thority. There, is a possibility that the 
question may come up in Parliament.

With the first convittion the statistics 
of dry law énforcement became: Arrests, 
1,800; indictments, 138; eonvictions,. 1. 

It has been estimated by members of 
the Dry Law Bureau of the District 
Attorney’s office that, because of the 
state of the General Sessions calendar 
and the rights of defendants, a month 
probably would elapse before the first 
Jury trial could be held. 

Police Commissioner Enright, however, 
strongly urged that several liquor cases 
be’ placed on the preferred calendar, in 
order. to destroy the illusion of the vio- 
lators of the new laws that there were 
not going to be any trials, convictions 
‘or punishments for their offenses. 

Commissioner Enright said the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office was moving un- 


‘| doubtedly with all possible speed, but 


clogged. 
“The Hquor dealers have been de- 


luded by the failure of the Federal of- 
ficers to enforce the law into the be- 
lief that such laws cannot be enforced, 
he said. “This is not a. reflection on 
the Federal agents, because the idea 
of sending a few men here to enforce 
prohibition {s absurd. I don’t think 
there are enough Federal enforcement 
agents in the country to handle this 
city properly.

Would Station Police at Bars. 


“Very shortly, I believe, all the sa-.

If neces- 
sary I will place a policeman in uni- 
form in every barroom in the city to 
prevent violations of the law.’

Police to Continue Crusade. 


When his attention was called to the 
fact that the police were compelled to 
make arrests faster than ever, despite 
the great number of prisoners they had 
siveedy’ taken; Commissioner .

“That may continue until there are 
some convictions. Some lawbreakers-do 
not yet believe that the law enforcement 
is in earnest. Others think the coyrts 
will make rulings which will have the 
effect of nullifying the law.

Constitutionality of Law Attacked. 


Another attack on the validity of the 
Mullan-Gage dry laws took place when 
Isadore Kallet, a lawyer, asked for a 
writ of habeas corpus from Justicé 
Squiers of the Supreme Court in Brook- 
lyn to obtain the freedom of Morris 
Rosenberg, a restaurant keeper of i%8 
Osborne Street, Brooklyn, who Was ar- 
rested on a charge of having a bottle of 
wine in his restaurant.

HOLDING THE RUDDER TRUE. 
Regarding ‘the reply “sent from 
Washington to the German Govern- 
ment, one fact should ‘not be over- 
looked. The decision was made by 
the Secretary of State and the Presi- 
dent on their own responsibility, They 
did not cast ‘themselves upon the 
Foreign Relations’ Committee of the 
Senate. ‘They did not canvass Con- 
gress... They asked .for no popular 
referendum, They did not wait for 
mass meetings to tell them what to do. 
Charged by the Constitution with the 
duty of conducting the foreign affairs 
of the United States, they acted 
promptly on their own best judgment. 
And they did not hesitate to say what 
“this Government " would and would 
not do. : : 

. The only reason for emphasizing this 
aspect of the matter at present is that 
the past two years saw such a-chal- 
lenging of the constitutional power of 
the President of the United States that 
public opinion may have been misled. 
It is not necessary to dwell upon the 
bitter attacks upon President WILSON 
for asserting precisely those preroga- 
tives of his office which President 
HARDING now assumes as a matter of 
course. What right, it was ignorantly 
demanded, had Mr. WiLson to lay 
down terms to Germany? For him to 
declare in his own person what posi- 
tions ‘‘ this Government ” -would take 
was affirmed to be sheer éffrontery 
and usurpation. But now that those 
gusts of partisan violence have blown 
themselves out, it is clear that the 
correct constitutional practice was fol- 
lowed by President WILSON. . Proof of 
this forseven the most obdurate Re- 
publicans has been furnished by the 
course of President ‘ Harvino.! He 
grasps the rudder just as his prede- 
cessor did. 

Even if we did not approve the 
answer to Germany made by the Ad- 
ministration, we should have to up- 
hold the right and duty of the Presi- 
dent to send: it. He is simply com- 
pelled to act.in such matters accord- 
ing to his own information and con- 
victions. There is no other way. He 
cannot delegate his powers. Right or 
wrong, decisions in the management 
of our diplomatic intercourse with 
other nations must be made by him 
and given out in his name. This was 
never seriously questioned until the 
furious hatred of Mr. WILson led some 
rash public men and editors to ques- 
tion and denounce everything that he 
did. Now they will accept with great 
calmness and satisfaction from Presi- 
dent Harprna the same exercise of the 
Presidential power that, in Mr. WiL- 
SON, made‘\their eyes bloodshot and 
caused their mouths to foam.

PERSHING’S NEW POST. 
Secretary WEEKs is so vague about 
the nature of General PERSHING’S 
post as head of a new General Head- 
quarters and the duties he is to per- 
form that Congress may be asked to 
amend the Reorganization law, which 
has been hailed as adequate and a 
triumph of legislation. Section 2, 
dealing with the composition of the 
army, makes the General Staff a con- 


about a General Headquarters for the 
General of the Army, such as Secre- 
tary. WEEKS proposes. Section 5 is 
specific ‘about the powers and work of 
the General Staff Corps, which is to 


Department General Staff and the 
General Staff with troops. The Gen- 
eral of the Army is to be one of a 
board to select a General Staff eligible 
list. The War Department General 
Staff is to prepare plans for the na- 
tional defense ‘‘ and for the mobiliza- 
‘* tion of the manhood of the nation 
‘*and its material resources in an 
*emergency,’’ and it is to prepare 
policies and regulations for the organ- 
ization and training of the National 
Guard and the reserves. 

The General Staff with troops is ‘‘ to 

‘render professional aid and assist- 
‘ance to the general. officers over 
‘“ them,’’ while the Chief of Staff is to 
cause to be made ‘‘ the necessary 
‘plans for ‘recruiting, organizing, 
‘* supplying, equipping, mobilizing, 
‘‘ training and demobilizing the army 
* of the United States and for the use 
‘of the military forces for national 
‘‘ defense.’’ He is the right-hand man’ 
of the Secretary of War, his confiden- 
tial adviser. In the. War Council 
(Section 5b) the Secretary of War, 
the Assistant Secretary of War, the 


General of the Army and the Chief of. 


Staff are to ‘‘ consider policies affect- 
‘“ing both the military and munition 
‘* problems of the War Department.’’

act in time of. war,’’ but is not that 
the purpose of the General Staff provi- 
sions of the law? The conclusion must 
be that if General PersHING is not to 
‘be a figurehead supplementary legis- 
lation will be necessary—and what a 
problem it would be! 


LAUGHING AT LAW. 

Mr. WituraM D. Harwoop, one of 
our most gifted, accomplished and ex- 
perienced seditfonaries and criminals, 
is missing again. It is his habit to be 
out on bail, seeking to make trouble. 
The Supreme Court recently refused 
to reopen his case and the cases of 
the seventy-nine other I. W. W. 
thinkers convicted with him. Leaven- 
worth Penitentiary, from which he 
was released on bond, awaits him. It 
is difficult to believe the rumor that 
he has fled to Russia. His quarry is 
here. In January, 1920, he turned up 
to answer to a charge of violating the 
Illinois law against syndicalism. The 
detectives had been hunting him for 
some days. Doubtless he resented any 
interference with thé libérty which so 
many ‘‘ political prisoners ”’ enjoy. In 
his calm and leisurely way he may go 
back to prison for a change. 

The uncertainty of the agents of the 
Department of Justice and of the Fed- 
eral District Attorney for Northern 
Illinois about Mr. Harwoop’s where- 
abouts is an instructive comméntary 
on the ease of convict vagabondage. 
They say hopefully that he must come 
back from the long vacation. If. he 
doesn't go to jail, he will lose ‘‘ face ” 
with his disciples. ‘‘*We have infor- 

‘ mation concerning the location of 85 
‘per cent. of the other defendants 
‘* scheduled to return to prison,” says 
the District Attofney. ‘‘ It is pos- 
‘sible one or two are with Harwoop, 
‘“put the majority are planning to 
‘‘serve their sentences.’ What a 
docile and edifying disposition! Each 
patriot absent on leave has a genuine 
animus revertendi; at least, it is at- 
tributed to him. 

This loose and careless way of deal- 
ing with convicted criminals of the 
most dangerous class is scandalous. 
It brings law into contempt. It has 
the air and effect of special privilege 
and favoritism to the inveterate, 
guilty, impenitent and active plotters 
of the overthrow of the United 
States Government and all free gov- 
ernments. 











REFOCUSING SCHOOL BOOKS. 

The changes in scnool studies which 
the New York Principals’ Association 
recommends have been made impera- 
tive by the war, but have long been 
necessary. ‘‘ The focus,’’ they say, 
‘should be placed correctly.’’ His- 
tory has concerned itself too largely 
with names and dates, with dynasties, 
ministries and the dry annals of war- 
The emphasis should be placed 
upon general causes, upon the major 
course of events, the personality of 
great leaders, and upon the salient 
results of each epoch. Especially the 
story of past centuries should be con- 
densed except as it directly bears upon 
the present and the future. Geogra- 
phy should become less a panoramic 
description of the earth and more an 
account of it as ‘* the home of man ”’ 
—as determining with #& variéd topog- 
raphy, climate and products the char- 
acter and the welfare of nations. 
Grammar should be less ‘‘ technical,’’ 
softening the present emphasis upon a 
nomenclature more relevant to Latin 
than to English and dealing rather 
with the native spirit of the language 
and current good usage. 

It is a highly sensible suggestion and 
the need of it is not confined to pub- 
lic schools. A prominent scientist 
lately confessed that he had plodded, 
or rather had been driven, through 
two years of Homer before he realized 
even dimly that he was reading a story 
of absorbing interest; full of life, color 
and drama. He was a graduate of 
many years’ standing when ‘he first 
grasped the idea that the Trojan War; 
though invested by Homer with the 
glamour of a patriotic struggle, must 
in reality have been waged, quite in 
the manner of the wars of today, for 
the commer¢ial control of one of the 
world’ s great highways. In the con- 
densed curriculum of grammar and 
high school there is perhaps no great 
scope for the more liberal and cultural 
phases of knowledge; matters of fact 


will continue of primary importance.

But much will be gained by “' refocus- 
ing ” text-books with relation to the 
modern world and to the ideas that 
sovern it.

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SENATORS AND OFFICES.

Cynical, not to say wicked, observers 
declared that this was only to have 
been expected.. Mr. Waps WworTH is 
secure in his seat for six years more. 
Mr. CaLpER must soon fight for an- 
other nomination. In such circum- 
stances, and with so many good 
jobs to be filled, he would be, as the 
political orators say, ‘‘ more or less 
than human” if he did nof find his 
convictions coinciding with those of 
the appointing officer. 

No Senator, of course, can get all 
that he wants. But usually any Sen- 
ator is able to prevent an-appointment 
in his own State which he doe# not 
want. ‘The Senatorial veto has been 
the rough side of Senatorial courtesy. 
But in one notable instance it has been 
set aside. Senator(La FoLLeTTe was 
able to hold up for a time the nomina- 
tion of ex-Congressman EscH of Wis- 
consin to be a member of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. But in 
the end, despite the Senator’s personal 
and formal protest, Mr. EscH was 
confirmed with only three dissenting 
votes. This does not mean that the 
awful majesty of.the Senate has been 
disregarded and affronted. It only 
means that “there’s odds.’ in Sen- 
ators. One in higher favor with his 
party than La FOLLETTE could doubt- 
less have succeeded where he failed. 








PAINTING THE RED ARMY RED. 
The Bolsheviki may be slow to learn 
some things, bjit they are open-minded 
enough on matters of military policy, 
for on the support of the army their 
Government depends for its very 
existence. The recent Communist 
Congress, as reported in the Izvestiya, 
voted against the introduction of the 
militia system and decided to main- 
tain a strong professional army. .The 
experience of the Romanoffs«proved 
that conscription, instead of being the 
engine of despotism that radicals as- 
serted, really provided the machinery 
for revolution. The revolution of 
1905 failed because, of the compara- 
tively small percentage of able-bodied 
Russians then under arms—not many 
had ‘been converted to revolutionary 
ideas. Thé revolution, of 1917 came 
at a time when all Russia was mobil- 
ized and nearly all of it converted, 
and the Romanoffs were overturned 
with hardly a struggle. ‘ 
LENIN ‘and TrotzkKy will take no 
chances on arming Russia. Their 
army will continue to be, as nearly 
as they can make it, a dynastic in- 
strument of well-paid and well-fed 
professional soldiers. The demobiliza- 
tion of some of its forces after the 
peace with Poland and the collapse of 
WRANGEL probably purged it of the 
most untrustworthy elements; those 
who remain are, or soon will be, 
either fanatical Communists or fight- 
ing men:who do not care who pays 
them’so long as their pay is prompt 
and sufficient. Also, the Congress de- 
cided to stop the ‘‘ demoralizihg prop- 
” in favor of the election of 
In the Spring of 1917,the 
Bolsheviki ruined the Russian Army 
by exactly this expedient,. and both 
they and their friends here proclaimed 
that the election of officers, the aboli-

cause. they have opposed the tyranny 
which has featured Leguia’s Adminis- 
tration since he. seized the Presidency 
in July, 1919. 

President Leguia’s seizure of the news- 
paper La Prenza, closure of San Marcos 
University, imposition of a mail and 
telegraphic censorship, and other recent 
acts ‘of dictatorial tyranny, were the 
climax of nearly two. yeats of one 
man rule, wherein he has insisted that 
he was superior to the Supreme Court. 
Immediately after seizing the Presi- 
dency he began overruling the Supreme 
Court decisions and refusing to permit 
the carrying out of sentences. _ . 

It~ soon became apparent that the 
country was dissatisfied with conditions, 
whereupon he began systematic perse- 
cutions of his political opponents, whom 
he either exiled or imprisoned. A po- 
litical prison was installed on San Lo- 
renza Island, which hitherto had been 
used as a quarantine for persons having 
infectious diseases and for the storage 
of explosives. Here he imprisoned Sen- 
ators, Deputies, newspaper men, army 
officers and others whom his spies had 
reported to have taken part in con- 
spiracies against him. ‘The courts were 
not permitted to investigate these de- 
tentions. 

Neither the telegraph, mail, news from 
correspondents nor private letters 
brought any EPL as to events 
in Lima from March 238 to March 27, 
but a traveler finally meeeice two 
copies of newspapers detailing the 
epormalng and closing of San Marcos 
University, which led to the Beizure of 
La Prenza, Peru’s principal newspaper. 
As a result of the continued overruling 
of Supreme Court decisions, the students 
resolved to gather in a hall to discuss 
the matter. President: Leguia forbade 
the meeting, and the students were 
forcibly ejected from the building. Ina 
body they decided to attend a law lec- 
ture which was being delivered in a 
university building at the same time. 

Police and an organizea band of 
Leguia’s followers chargeu and sabered 
the students who had ussembled in the 
courtyard. In the general fight that 
ensued more than 4,u00 persons particl- 
pated. Several students were wounded 
when the police fired on them. Two 
army officers closed the doors of the 
university and the Government demand- 
ed the right to supervise the subjects of 
the lectures as a condition of reopening. 
This the Director and Faculty refused 
to vonsider and the university was not 
reopened. 

Having closed the university, Leguia 
directed his attention to La Prensa, 
which had steadfastly refused to remain 
silent at what it called a shameful dic- 
tatorship. A decree on the matter was 
then issued. The decree follows: 

‘‘It being urgently necessary to elim- 
inate the centres of conspiracy which 
keep the public alarmed and which de- 
tract the Government’s attention from 
other duties, the Government, consider- 
ing I.a Prensa the worst of these cen- 
tres; holds that it is to the best interest 
of public welfare to demand the forcible 
expropriation of this publication. The 
Minister of the Interior will proceed to- 
day to take over and occupy La 
Prensa building with’ all its equipment. 
The Minister of the Interior will esti- 
mate the approximate value of the plant 
and its fittings and order the national 
Tteasury to pay that amount to the own- 
ers. He will then designate new edi- 
torial and business staffs and continue 
the publication.” / ; 
The Chief of Police. accompanied by 
gendarmes, forced an entrance to La 
Prensa and with drawn revolvers and 
sabers ejected all the employes. The 
following day Leguia’s agents began the 
publication of the paper under the same 
name. A great deal of space was de- 
voted to a defense of the Government 
and Leguia’s policies.

It is believed that a considerable move- 
ment from Ushak toward Kutaia, with 
Eski+Shehr, where the Greeks recently 
suffered a serious reverse, as the objec-
